ROMULUS — An application for preliminary 
approval of a SI 1.000.000 school building bond 
issue to the State Department of Education, 
Lanang, has been authorized by the Board of 
Education of Romulus Community School

The proposed 1970 school 
Building Program for the 
School District has a total 
approximate cost of 
$10,617,600 under request 
and recommendations 
submitted to the School 
Board recently by 
McConeghy.

The nine 
member newspapers are the 
Westland Eagle, Wayne Eagle, 
Belleville Enterprise, Canton 
Eagle, Plymouth Eagle, 
Garden City Guardian 
Review, Inkster Ledger-Star, 
Romulus Roman and Livonia 
Eagle. 

With the exception of a 
21-month stint in the Army 
in 1957-59, Stevens has been 
a newsman since his 
graduation from Michigan 
State University in 1956. He 


began his career as a sports 
writer with his hometown 
Saginaw News. 

When The Ypsilanti Press 
was purchased from the 
George C. Handy estate in 
March, 1962. Stevens was 
appointed sports editor, a 
position he held until his 
promotion to news editor in 
January. 

Stevens was president of 
the Michigan Associated Press 
Sports Writers Association in 
1957 and won two national 
awards for his coverage of 
wrestling.

ROMULUS-An agreement 
amending the contract for 
professional services between 
Romulus Township and John 
E. Young, township attorney, 
has been approved by the 
Township Board, at its Dec. 
16 meeting. The Board’s 
action was by resolution. 

The amendment is in 
connection with a legal 
service contract for Planning 
Advance for Surveys and 
Plans for Romulus Urban 
Renewal Project. This will be 
in addition to legal work now 
performed by Young for the 
township at an annual salary, 
of $16,875. 

The contract to perform 
legal services for Urban 
Renewal Office will be “not 
to exceed the sum of $3,000 
for all services required.” 

The local Urban Renewal 
Office funds are federal 
monies approved by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development and a 
separate contract for services is 
required. 


The school superintendent 
at the time of his 
presentation on the proposed 
school building program 
reported that the proposed 
bond issue to finance the 
construction of the 
“necessary'* building 
program, is the “biggest ever 
proposed in the history of the 
School District,” and is due 
to the tremendous rise in 
building costs.

THE PROJECTS proposed 
have various completion dates 
and all of the bond issue, 
if approved, would not have 
to be sold during the 1970-71 
school but carried out over 
two to three years, 
McConeghy said. 

Millage Proposition that

ROMULUS Property 
owners of Romulus Township 
will pay increased property 
taxes for 1969, figures 
released by the Wayne 
County Bureau of Taxation 
disclosed. 

The higher tax amounts 
are reflected in current tax 
bills (1969) mailed to 
township taxpayers. 

Taxpayers are required to 
pay the taxes due between 
Dec. 1 and through Feb. 15, 
without penalty. Afterwards 
the tax collection is turned 
over to the county with 
added penalties to the 
property comer. 

*** 

AN INCREASE in school 
millage, approved by the 
voters of Romulus 
Community School District 
last year, is reason cited 
township deputy assessor 
Harold L. Reiner for the tax 
rate boost. This increase is 
a four mill hike per $1,000 of 
property valuation, state 
equalized. 

The 1969 Wayne County 
Tax is 7.16 mills; township 
tax is 10.29 mills which 
includes operations and debt 


retirement taxes. 

The school tax for the 
1969 year is 31.88 mills per 
$1,000 property valuation as 
shown by the County Bureau 
of Taxation. This is up four 
mills over the 1968 school 
tax rate. 

*** 

THE TAX computor 
factor used to determine the 
property tax for 1969 (based 
on total property valuation) 
is higher than the factor used 
by taxing authorities in 1968. 

The 1969 factor set by the 
Bureau of Taxation, is 1.74 as 
against 1.67 in 1968, Reiner 
reported. 

Increase in property 
valuations throughout the 
township as elsewhere, will 
mean more tax money being 
collected. 

*** 

ALTHOUGH THERE is 
no increase in the county or 
township tax rate for 1969, 
the higher property 
valuations will make for 
higher tax payments. 

Tax rates for Romulus 
Township for 1969 are 
computed on a total property 
valuation, state equalized, of 
$109,234,695. This compares 


with a total of $90,659,835. 

Romulus residents residing 
In the Wayne Community 
School District will pay a 
total tax of $60.13 per 
$1,000; those In the 
Woodhaven (Hand Fr. No 11) 
school area will pey $39.55 
per $1,000.

\ Washington that according to government 
A studies, it takes nearly $4,000 a year for a 
retired couple to maintain a “moderate” standard of 
living. 

If the proposed increase in social security, as 
recommended by President Nixon, becomes law, the 
average retired couple’s income will be a shade above 
that required for a government’s definition of a 
“moderate” standard of living. 

In the meantime, as inflation continues, millions 
of people on fixed incomes will drop into the ranks 
of those that face virtual starvation. 

Unless inflation can be controlled, government 
handouts can never keep pace with the declining value 
of money. Benevolent programs put forth by phony 
humanitarians for spending more billions of federal 
dollars will mean little to individual citizens whose 
life savings are washed away by inflation.

Noted Urban Planner Cites 
Cities’ Car-People Problem

ANN ARBOR-The 
world’s cities are turning into 
places better suited for cars 
than for people, according to 
a noted urban planner. 

Constantinos A. Doxiadis, 
a Greek expert on urban 
development, told an 
audience at the University of 
Michigan this week (Dec. 15) 
that technology is taking over 
our cities. 

Doxiadis heads the Detroit 
Urban Area project, a study 
which is drawing up a plan of 
development for all 
southeastern Michigan. 

WE NEED cars and well 
need more and more of them 
he noted, ‘but if we keep the 
cars in the same place as 
humans, we can’t have a 
humanistic city.” 

He blamed automobiles 
for making cities hard to live 
in, and noted that the streets 
and parking lots needed to 
handle Detroit’s cars take up 
two-thirds of the city’s area. 

Doxiadis said an efficient 
mass transit system w^uld be 
“a partial solution to the 
problem,” but he commented 
that “once man reaches a 
certain level of freedom he 
won’t want to give it up, so 
the personal transportation 
vehicle is here to stay 
forever.” 

HE RECOMMENDS 
establishing sectors 


throughout cities where cars 
and industry are banned so 
that people can combine the 
relaxed qualities of suburbs 
with the advantages of cities. 

Doxiadis deplored the 
mass exodus to the suburbs 
by those who can afford to 
move. 

‘The study shows there 
will be no people living in the 
city of Detroit in the year 
2000” unless the trend is 
reversed, Doxiadis said, 
commenting on one of the 
surveys his project did in 
southeastern Michigan. 

He blamed the mass 
desertions on over all 
deterioration of the city, and 
on growing traffic problems. 
The trend can only be 
reversed by revitalizing the 
city with “highly humanized 
centers” placed among 
industrial pockets. 

WHAT’S IN store for the 
future? Doxiadis predicts the 
development of worldwide 
networks of interconnected 
cities which he calls 
ecumenopolises. 


“The universal city is 
inevitable,” he said. 1 But the 
conditions in it, if we let 
current trends continue, will 
be very, bery bad.” 

Doxiadis admits that 
nobody has all the answers to 
problems facing our cities, 
but puts hope in man’s total 
intellectual capacity, which 
he says will grow even though 
the population as a whole is 
expected to level off within 
the next century. 

DOXIADIS SPOKE at a 
special seminar sponsored by 
the U-M*s Mental Health 
Reserach Institute.

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Vocational Education 


Should Ha 

One generally ignored provision of the 
educational reform legislation now being 
considered by the State House of 
Representatives is the proposal to create 
large regional school districts across the 
state. 

The regional districts would have specific 
areas of responsibility— one of which is 
vocational education. 

Vocational education— including 
industrial arts such as woodworking, 
carpentry, and trade skills, like electronics 
and drafting— is currently being handled 
within each small school district. Sometimes 
the programs are limited to each high school. 

Gone are the fine technical high schools 
that once educated many of our young 
people. Now each high school in Western 
Wayne must offer something for each 
student. 

Currently being considered is a plan to set 
up regional vocational education 
centers—perhaps something like the old 
technical high schools— where students with 
special skills can develop them within the 
public education system.' 

Students could be learning computer 
programming and key-punch skills; cold-type 
offset printing and make-up; design 
techniques needed by the auto companies; 
advanced mechanics and electronics, and 


ve Priority 

many other programs. 

The advantage, of course, is cost. A 
centralized system of vocational education 
can allow better facilities, better equipment, 
better teachers and better 
financing— something local school districts 
simply cannot do. 

By now it must be perfectly obvious to 
taxpayers of Michigan that programs like 
these will not come about unless we try 
some new method of financing them— like 
on a regional basis. 

Despite the very good intentions of local 
school districts, the vocational education 
programs are desperately underfunded, too 
narrow in scope, and highly inadequate for 
the needs of the students. 


There simply isn’t enough money in each 
district to support a really good vocational 
education program. But, by pooling all of 
their resources, local districts could support 
a regional vocational center on a worthwhile 
basis. 

We strongly support efforts to improve 
the position of Western Wayne County 
school districts in the field of vocational 
education. We hope the legislature in its 
wisdom sees Jjt to put vocational education 
high on the lists of educational reform 
needs.

CLIP ’N SAVE... 

How to Remove 
Holiday Stains 

Christmas is a time for much merriment, but 
sometimes festivities result in a mishap • a spill resulting 
in a stain for Mom to cope with. 

Most stains can be removed easily if the cause of the 
stain is known. Here are ways to remove some of the 
most common holiday stains as suggested in The Maytag 
Encyclopedia of Home Laundry. 

CANDLE W A X - Scrape as much wax as 
possible off the fabric, using a dull knife. To remove 
remaining wax, place the fabric between two blotters 
and iron it with a warm iron. Any stain that remains can 
be removed with tricholoroethane (fireproof Energine). 
Rinse and launder. 

COFFEE AND TEA. ♦Stretch the garment over a 
basin and pour boiling water, if safe for the fabric, 
through the spot. Launder, using a bleach recommended 
for type of fabric. If boiling water cannot be used, soak 
the fabric in warm water to which the proper type of 
bleach has been added. Launder. Grease spots from 
cream can be removed with tricholoroethane (fireproof 
Energine). 

ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. Sponge with cold water, 
then glycerine and water. Rinse with vinegar water, 
followed by a clear rinse. Launder as you normally 
would. 

FRUIT.* Where boiling water can be used, stretch 
cloth over a bowl and pour boiling water through it. If 
the stain remains, sponge with lemon juice solution or 
hydrogen peroxide. Where boiling water cannot be used, 
sponge well in cool water. Work glycerine into stain. Let 
it stand several hours, then add a few drops of white 
vinegar and rinse thoroughly. Launder. 

♦(If stained article cannot be washed with chlorine 
bleach and or hot water, the use of laundry additives 
containing enzymes may remove these stains.)

PORK FILLETS 

Many homemakers have 
braised pork shoulder steaks, 
but here’s the way they can 
come to the table in a new 
fashion as broiled fillets. If 
the retailer does not remove 
the blade or shoulder bone, 
make it a do-it-yourself 
project with a small sharp 
knife. 

Each boned steak is thei 
wrapped with a strip ol 
bacon, secured with a 
wooden pick.

Q. I plan to apply for 
social security. I cannot get a 
birth certificate because my 
birth was never registered. 
What do I need to prove my 
age? 

A. Bring with you 
whatever proof of your age 
you have at home, such as a 
Baptismal certificate, a family 
Bible, an old insurance 
policy, children's birth 
certificate, or other records 
showing your age. 

Q. I have 3 young 
children. 1 understand that if 
my husband should die, the 
children could get social 
security benefits. I also work 
and have social security 
coverage. If 1 should die, 
would the children receive 
anything? 


A. Yes, if you have 
worked under social security 
long enough to be insured, 
your children could receive 
monthly benefits on your 
record, just as they could in 
case of your husband’s death.

expulsion all the way to the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 

The court found that rules 
against such conduct were 
“reasonable” and dismissed 
the appeal. Grinstead remarks 
that it is doubtful that similar 
rules would be upheld today. 

THERE IS also the 
“distraction test,” having to 
do with hair styles and 
personal adornment. In this 
area, says Grinstead, courts 
have handed down various 
rulings based on whether the 
appearance of the student 
“distracted” others or 
disrupted the educational 
process. He finds the courts 
making decisions on a 
case-by-case basis. 

He comes to this 
conclusion: 

“If our educational 
institutions become distressed 
and in turmoil, legislatures 
may intervene. Even the 
courts, unskilled as they are 
in school administration, may 
act to insure that there is 
justice between the students 
and the school. 

‘The best guidelines for 
government student conduct 
are those developed locally 
by elected school boards, 
their administrators and 
teachers and representatives 
of parents and students.” 


so, according to Kenneth 
Grinstead, professor of 
education at Eastern 
Michigan University. 

Since “neither legislatures 
nor courts possess the 
expertise to run our schools,” 
resorting to law in cases 
involving students should be 
avoided by following locally 
accepted guidelines, he says. 

Grinstead's study of 
‘‘Some Legal Aspects of 
Student Rights” appears in 
the current issue of Elan, 
the journal of the College of 
Education.

The winter solstice, which 
makes the winter official, will 
arrive at 7:44 p.m. Sunday 
(Dec. 21), reminds University 
of Michigan astronomer Hazel 
M. Losh. 

The solstice is the point at 
which the sun is farthest from 
the equator, north or south. 
The sun reaches its 
southernmost point of the 
year at the winter solstice. 

“The sun will rise and set 
about 30 degrees south of the 
east-west points of the 
horizon, and will swing its 
shortest daily arc across the 
southern sky,” Prof. Losh 
notes. It will be the shortest 
day of the year, with about 
nine hours of daylight. 

Actually, the earth is 
closer to the sun now than it 
was during the summer. Prof. 
Losh says. But the seasons 
depend primarily on the tilt of 


the earth's axis, and the sun's 
rays now come to us more 
obliquely, lessening their 
strength. 

The shorter distance 
between the sun and the 
earth tends to make the 
winter in the northern 
hemisphere a little midler, 
however, than the southern 
hemisphere winter half a year 
later. 

‘The date of Christmas,” 
says Prof. Losh, “is believed 
to bear a real relation to the 
sun and the date of the 
winter solstice. It is thought 
that this Christian celebration 
was set to agree with the 
earlier pagan festival, 
attendant upon the rejoicing 
in the turning northward of 
the sun at the winter 
solstice, and the promise of 
the return from the cold 
bleak temperatures to warmer 
weather.”

United Foundation Concerned

Over Senate Tax Bill 


Officials of Detorit’s 
United Foundation, the 
world’s largest united fund, 
have joined hundreds of 
others across the country in 
voicing “considerable 
concern** regarding the 
federal tax legislations 
pending in Congress. 

In a statement released 
today, they charge that 
House Bill 13270, now 
beforythe Senate, could 
reverse long-standing 
government policy of 
encouraging voluntary 
philanthropy to help meet 
the nation’s health and 
welfare needs. 

Copies of the statement 
have been mailed to Michigan 
Senators Hart and Griffin as 
well as House representatives. 
*** 

THE STATEMENT was 
accompanied by a letter from 
UF Executive Vice President 
Jacques Cousin expressing “a 
definite belief that much of 
this legislation will blunt 
voluntary efforts to resolve 
today’s social ills.” 

Cousin’s letter called 
attention to the vital role 
philanthropy has played in 
American life and noted tha 
the UF in 21 years of 
existence has brought in 
nearly $400 million for 
health and social services. 

Detroit’s Torch Drive, 
which raised $30.6 million in 
its 23-day campaign this fall 
and annually exceeds all 
other funds in the country, is 
only a small portion of the 
total. Cousin said. 

“MORE THAN $800 


million will be raised in this 
country by united funds this 
year,” he stated. 

‘‘Surely these figures prove 
the viability of voluntary 
service organizations, those 
which collect as well as those 
which spend,” his letter 
continued. 

Cousin credited the Torch 
Drive’s continuing success to 
the fact “all differences are 
forgotten” during *he annual 
campaign. 

“Everybody — union 
member, manager, black, 
white, Christian, Jew, young, 
old — unites behind the drive. 
That is why its benefits 
transcend the considerable 
services its funds provide.” 
*** 

THE UF CHIEF executive 
stressed that his organization 
is not against tax “reform nor 
is opposing safeguards which 
would guarantee that all 
foundation operation in the 
public interest. 

“But this legislation 
appears designed to thwart 
any bold, new or innovative 
programs by imposing 
penalties on foundation and 
their officers if funds are 
spent in ways which do not 
meet the requirements of the 
legislation,” Cousin declared. 

“And it comes at a time 
when this nation needs the 
enthusiastic cooperation and 
participation of all its 
citizenry in a dedicated effort 
to improve life in America 
nad when there is great need 
for pluralism in our approach 


to difficult problems,” he 
added. 

The UF statement 
attacked the complexity of 
the proposed legislation and 
declared: “A donor will have 
a hard time determining what 
and when to give to charity.”

“Always drive on sound 
tires with good treads/’ 
Secretary of State James M. 
Hare urged Michigan 
motorists this week. 

“That's a life-saving idea at 
any time of year,” Hare said. 
“It’s especially appropriate at 
this time of year — before 
winter sets in with a 
vengeance.” 

Hare reported that 
drastically impaired traction 
is major winter problem in 
Michigan. Tires and traction 
aids are one answer. 

He outlined facts 
developed in research 
conducted by the National 
Safety Council: 

“If you equip your car 
with conventional snow tires, 
you can gain as much as 13 
percent better stopping on 
loosely packed snow than 
with regular highway tires. 

However, snow tires show 
little or no improvement in 
stopping on ice. 

*** 

“WHERE ICE is a major 
problem, studded tires give 

What to 


three times the starting 
ability and 19 percent more 
stopping ability than regular 
tires. 

“To contend with severe 
conditions — packed snow or 
ice — reinforced tire chains 
top them all. For getting 
started, chains offer seven 
times the pulling power of 
regular tires on glare ice. 
They’ll stop 50 percent 
better. 

“On loosely packed snow, 
reinforced tire chains reduce 
braking distance by 37 
percent as compared with 
regular highway tires.” 

*** 

FOR CORNERING on ice 
or snow however, traction 
aids offer little advantage 
unless used on all four wheels 
to maintain steering control 
as well as traction. 

Hare also pointed out that 
in no instance can a Jrivor stop 
or go nearly as well, 
regardless of traction aids on 
snow or ice, as with regular 
highway tires on dry 
pavement.

Kids are Destructive 


Parents should seek 
professional help for the child 
who destroys for the sake of 
destroying or enjoys 
disrupting the play of other 
children, says Mrs. Kathleen 
Bufton, extension home 
economist for Wayne and 
Oakland counties. 
“Something has gone wrong 
in this child’s growing-up,” 
she says, “and unless handled 
with skill and deep 
understanding, his attitude 
can settle into a persistent 
defiance and destructiveness. 

“In the case of gang 
misdeeds commonly 
c o mmitted by 10-15 
year-olds, the reasons for this 
behavior are not hard to find. 
The child doesn’t want to be 
considered a sissy. He wants 
to be accepted by the others 


so he joins them in activities 
he would never dream of 
doing on his own.” 

♦ * * 

MRS. BUFTON suggests 
that lessons in property value, 
the rights of other people, 
and sharing the cost ol 
d amages (out of hi* 
allowance) will help cut down 
on this kind of destructive- 
ness. 

“When there is an undue 
amount of this trouble in a 
neighborhood, parents would 
do well to examine the 
situation regarding their 
children’s spare time,” she 
adds. 

“Talking it over with a 
recreation leader, scoutmaster 
or church leader helps 
Destructive gangs can become 
constructive groups with 
proper guidance.

Warning Against 
Hazardous Toys 
Issued by Eye Society 


Will the gaily wrapped 
packages under your 
Christmas tree hold pleasure 
or peril for your children? 

The National Society 
for the Prevention of 
Blindness predicts that from 
Christmas 1969 to Christmas 
1970 approximately 19,000 
children will have been killed 
by accidents caused by toys 
and 40,000 to 50,000 
permanently crippled. 

In all, during 1970, two 
million youngsters will 
require medical treatment 
because of such accidents. Of 
these, thousands will Incur 
eye Injuries or even blindness 
needlessly because of a 
defective or Inappropriate 
toy, or one handled without 
caution or supervision. 

* * * 

AMONG THE worst 
offenders hiding under the 
Christmas tree are bows and 
arrows, mlssle-type toys with 
explosive caps, pellet, pop 
and blow guns, sling shots, 
darts and bean shooters. 

Dr. Wilfred D. David 
executive director of the 
Society, cautions parents to 
“make sure that one of your 
child’s eyes or that of a 
playmate doesn’t become the 
‘bull’s eye' of an archery 
game. 

When the rubber suction 
tip on the arrow’s point is 
removed or falls off,” he says, 
“play arrows can become as 
deadly as those of frontier 
days.” 

♦ * * 

A POTENTIAL Nobel 
prize winner In chemistry 
may never achieve fame If his 
toy chemistry set blows up In 
his face because he Is too 
young to handle it prudently 
according to Instructions. 
Authorities recommend that 
he should be at least 11 years 
old before he receives his first 
set. He should be instructed 
to lock it up out of the reach 
of younger brothers and 
sisters. 


His sister may never see to 
become a real cook if her 
electric play stove or iron 
using 110-volt house current 
explodes In flames because of 
excessive heat or defective 
wiring. 

Christmas tree lights can 
be literally blinding, the 
Society warns. Defective 
wiring can cause shorts 
resulting In sparks and flames. 
* ♦ ♦ 


DECORATIONS 
SHOULD be unbreakable and 
nonflammable, and the tree 
should be kept away from 
radiators and fireplaces. 

Although, this November, 
President Nixon signed a toy 
safety bill to ban toys 
presenting electrical, 
mechanical or heat hazards, 
the major responsibility for 
the grim toll of toy-caused 
injuries, Including loss of 
sight, rests with parents. 

Reputable toy 
manufacturers pre-test toys, 
but it is not their fault if their 
toys fall into the hands of a 
child too young to handle 
them intelligently and safely. 
* * * 

DESPITE THESE 
legislative and manufacturing 
safeguards, Dr. David urges 
parents and family friends to 
select safe and appropriate 
playthings and to avoid toys 
with sharp or protruding 
edges, or those made of 
flammable materials or 
plastic, easily shattered 
materials. A broken toy can 
be a lethal weapon. 

The National Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness, 
Inc., founded In 1908, is the 
oldest voluntary health 
agency nationally engaged In 
the prevention of blindness 
through a comprehensive 
program of community 
se r v ices, public and 
professional education and 
research.

peninsula, look about you.” 

Man continues to effect 
dramatic changes that alter 
the life patterns of animals, 
from deer to woodpeckers.

SOME SPECTACULAR 
changes in Michigan’s fish and 
wildlife populations have 
been intentional. An 
outstanding example is the 
introduction of the coho. Our 
most important game bird, 
the pheasant, was introduced 
within the memory of 
hunters who are still hale and 
hearty. Another exotic that 
established itself happily for 
all concerned was the 
rainbow trout. 

Reviewing other attempts 
to bring in foreign species we 
find that hopes and plans 
have not always succeeded. A 
herd of reindeer was released 
in the midsection of the

Upper Peninsula, with tragic 
results. A deficiency in the 
available forage caused 
deformity and sickness that 
doomed the project. 

Another introduced 
species that flourished, but 
did not become popular, was 
the carp. At one time a 
profitable carp fishery was in 
operation in Michigan. The 
carp, shipped alive in tank 
cars, sold well on the New 
York market. 

Going further back in the 
history of wildlife 
experimentation, we find that 
a large number of elvere were 
released in Michigan waters.

The starling is credited 
with seeking out undesirable 
bugs in their winter sleeping 
quarters. The communist 
government of China declared 
war on sparrrows because 
they fed on grain. A highly 
organized slaughter of 
sparrows was carried on, until 
it was noted that harmful 


insec^ life increased as 
sparrows were eliminated. 
The war against sparrows was 
called off. 

In addition to the planned 
additions to fish and wildlife 
populations, there have been 
changes in outdoor resources 
that came about without 
planning. The bob-white quail 
flourished as farming 
dominated the southern 
counties.

THE OPOSSUM and the 
turkey buzzard drifted in 
from the south. The 
country-wide population 
explosion of raccoon reached 
Michigan some years ago. As 
prairie chicken declined, 
sharp-tail grouse appeared, 
from the west. 

The coyote was an 
uninvited immigrant that 
found conditions to its liking, 
flourishing in spite of 
bounties. Moose stray into 
Michigan from Ontario, but 
except for the lie Royale 
herd, moose have not 
established themselves.

Rights Commission. A public 
hearing will be scheduled to 
hear testimony on the charge 
in the near future. 

The Commission, through 
the State Attorney General’s 
office, obtained an injunction 
in Wayne County Circuit 
Court, preventing the owners 
from renting the apartment 
for 30 days during which 
time thy Commission will 
hold a hearing and make a 
determination. 

Named in the charge are 
Wallace W. Williams and his 
wife, Marie C. Williams, 
cowners of apartment units at 
6679 Merriman Road in 
Romulus Township. 

The charge states that on 
November 21 Miss Marlys 
Stein, who is white, paid a 
security deposit and two 
weeks advance rent totaling 
$170 to rent an apartment at 
the Merriman Road address 
for herself and her fiance, 
Alonzo Montgomery. The 
couple both lived in Detroit, 
and were to be married 
December 6. At the time, the 
Williams* did not know that 


Montgomery wablack. 

When Williams discovered 
Montgomery’s race, he 
informed the couple that he 
could not permit them to 
occupy the apartment, 
according to the charge. The 
next day, the Williams’ 
changed the lock on the 
apartment so that the couple 
could not occupy the unit, 
the charge states. 

The Commission charged 
that the action of the 
Williams’ is a violation of Mr. 
and Mrs. Montgomery’s civil 
rights, specifically their right 
to engage in a real estate 
transaction regardless of race 
or color as provided under 
the Michigan Fair Housing 
Act. 

The charge asks that the 
Williams’ be required to 
reimburse the claimants for 
the expenses which they had 
to pay as a result of the 
discrimination. 

At the public hearing, a 
hearing referee will listen to 
testimony on the charge and 
later issue his findings and 
recommendations to the 
Commission.

Certainly, a 
season of past and present 
Broadway hits like “A 
Thousand Clowns” and 
“Long Day’s Journey into 
Night’’ isn’t off-Broadway, 
and neither is its company of 
mostly community theater 
actors. 

But this Is superflous, as 
one look at the building will 
tell you. The Group is housed 
in a reconverted restaurant, a 
small theater-in-the-round the 


likes of which hasn’t been 
seen outside of an 
experimental university 
company since the ancient 
days of the world stage. Like 
all off-Broadway houses, it 
has an air of genteel poverty 
about it which says, ‘The 
heck with money. We’re 
interested in theater.’’ 

The productions can be 
spotty as might be expected 
in a company which 
guarantees all members a part 
per season accepts anyone as 
a member.

“Bob and friends” starts 
off with a confrontation, the 
latest in “in” psychological 
experiments which gives you 
a whole new concept of life, 
it says here. Bob and Carol 
emerge scathed; they now 
wish to tell all, inlcuding 
sexual infidelities. But after a 


doesn’t bother forgiving — 
we’re beyond that now - or 
even accepting infidelities. 
One appreciates. 


Ted and Alice get hung up 
on their friends lack of 
hang-ups and the happy 
ending — I think that’s what 
it is, the picture doesn’t 
actually tell you whether 
it’s a happy ending or not (in 
fact, the main way you know 
that the picture’s over is that 
the sign comes on reading 
“intermission”) — is deferred 
until the two couples all go to 
bed together with each 
other’s mates.

Christmas trees will 
maintain this fireproof 
characteristic if you promptly 
cut one inch off the stump 
and stand the tree in water. 

The water treatment will 


work faster if you soak the 
tree with a garden hose and 
keep the tree outside for a 
few days. The fragrance, 
freshness, beauty and 
fireproof characteristic can 
last up to three weeks if the 
water supply is maintained 
while the tree is indoors. 

But some are too dry to 
absorb water. When you shop 
for a tree look for freshness. 
Be cautious of trees that are 
crisp or are dropping needles. 
If you notice your tree isn't 
absorbing water, then you 
aren’t renewing the fireproof 
effect.
